Bonner returned with the statis- 
tics. 

Bonner, who had been charged 
with allowing utilities groups to 
pad valuation estimates and with 
favoring. the power interests was 
excused until Monday. 

Hoover Urges Action. 

The Senate committee began its 
general investigation of the Power 
Commission, Monday and at a 
breakfast today President Hoover 
urged Couzens to push legislation 
which would reorganize the com- 
mission.

Eielson’s body lay about 150 feet 
from that of Borland indicating 
that their plane crashed with ter- 
rific impact, Wreckage of the 
plane, found Jan,’ 25 by Crosson 
and pilot Harold Gillam after a 
long search, was scattered over a 
wide area. The motor, near which 
Borland's body fell, was hurled 100 
feet from the fuselage, while one 
wing was found 200 feet from the 
point at which the plane struck.

Most Noted ‘Air Feat. 

‘Etelson’s most noted exploit 
was a flight on April 15, 1928.

James Baker, 25 years old, a for- 
mer employe of the. Guggenheim 
Laboratory, New York. was arrest- 
ed last night and held here for 
New York police after he was said 
‘to have confessed the killing, of 
eight men in the last four years. | 

Baker’s eight victims were dis- 
patched by poison. The poisonings, | 
he said, were in widely scattered 
places—Bombay, . Hamburg, New 
York, Houston, the Philippines, 
and aboard a ship bound for South 
America. 7 | 

Baker .was arrested on a farm 
three miles west of Farmington; a 
suburb where he had been Work- 
ing since last summer, 4 

The killings, Baker stated in his 
confession, gave him a funny sort 
of mental satisfaction.” 

The specific charge on . which 
Baker is held is the poisoning of 
Henry 8. Gaw, a night watchman 
at the Guggenheim Laboratory in 
New York, Dec. 28, 1928. 

Baker told the officers he was 
born and received his early educa- 
tion at Warren, O., leaving home 
when 16. He got a job on a 
freight steamer and followed the 
sea for several years. 

„I was always interested in poi- 
ons and usually carried some 
around with me,” he said. “In 
1924 I was in Houston, Tex, I 
happened into a sailors’ réstaurant 
and sat down beside a man. He 
had a cup of coffée in front of him. 
While he was looking away, I had 
a sudden impulse to put some poi- 
gon in his coffee. He died almost 
at once. I learned afterward that 
his name was Honeycut.” 

Baker said after this first ex- 
perience he had other unexpected 
impulses to poison persons, “no one 
in particular, but just anyone who 
happened to be near.” 

In 1926 Baker said he poisoned 
a man in Hamburg, Germany, and 
in 1927 poisoned a Hindu in Bom- 
bay, India. 

While going down the Atlantic 
Coast on a vessel bound for Vene- 
suela, Baker said he put poison in 
the coffee, causing the whole crew 
to become ill. Three men died, he 
said. In the spring of 1928 Baker 
said he poisoned a man at Iloilo. 
F. I., a small seaport town on 
Panay Island. | 

The poisoning of Gaw took place 
shortly after midnight Dec 27, 
1928, Baker said. Once again the 
poison was put in coffee, This 
time, Baker said, it did not have 
the desired effect, so he placed 
some more on the barrel of his 
révolver and put it down the man's 
throat, holding it there until he 
died. At this juncture, Baker 
said two truck drivers entered the 
laboratory and he held them up 
and tied them. He said he had in- 
tended to kill them but one of 
them pleaded that he had a wife 
and children. oe 

Baker had a revolver on the 
handle of which eight notches were 
cut. 

Detective Thomas A. Smith of 
New York was responsible for trac- 
ing Baker. Smith had been sent 
to Detroit to bring back a prisoner. 
While there a Detroit detective in- 
cidentally mentioned to him that 
there was a man working on a 
farm on the outskirts of town 
whose actions were suspicious— 
that he appeared to be hiding:

Details of New York Murder Which 
Prisoner Confesses.

During every moment of leisure

the ship and stuck by the guns 
in difficulties.

“We got along well until we got 
almost through the pack,” said 
Capt. Melville. “The first 25 miles 
of the pack were rather bad:

There must 
have been 20 tons on the headgear 
of the ship alone and that weight 
made her stick her nose into every 
sea. I was afraid we might lose 
our headgear and if that went it 
would pull our masts over. It 
was a tough time. 

“In these days all we could do 
was keep her head into the wind, 
even with the engine, full ahead, 
and with no solar obsebvations and 
the compass acting crazy as it al- 
ways does in these latitudes, it was 
hard to tell where we were. 


“But it was a blow on the 15th 
when we sighted land to realize 
how far we had blown, off our 
course.

in a discussion of radio in air 
transport operation before the na- 
tional aeronautic meeting of the 
Society of Automotive Engineers. 
The sessions, held in conjunction 
with those of the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce of America, 
will close tonight. 

Speaking as a radio engineer, 
Hoover said the use of radio is es- 
sential to safe flying and that. its 
efficiency depends finally upan the 
work of engine and airplane manu- 
facturers in eliminating ignition 
interference. ö 

“Radio is rapidly becoming as 
vital to the pilots and operators 
of transport airplanes as it is to 
the captains of ships at sea,“ Hoov- 
er said, “and it is essential to the 
continued success of air transpor- 
tation, not only from the stand- 
point of general operations but as 
a matter of public policy.” 

He outlined the present radio fa- 
cilities for aeronautics, describing 
the ground stations of the Airways 
Division of the Department of 
Commerce and the service afforded 
by the Weather Bureau. 

Enables Pilot to Hold Course. 

Voice broadcasting is used in the 
transmission of weather informa- 
tion, he said, while code letters. 
blending into a long dash, aid the 
pilot to stay on the charted air- 
ways. 

But transport companies need 
something more,” Hoover assert- 
ed, “for they require reliable two- 
way communication with their 
pilots at all times. Position and 
progress of planes must be followed 
continuously. Special messages 
may be necessary at any moment 
and in case of emergencieg or 
forced landings, calls for assistance 
are vitally necessary. The Depart- 
ment of Commerce stations obvi- 
ously will not be ably to carry this 
additional load of communication 
and still perform their major func- 
tion of broadcasting information 
and transmitting beacon signals.

Wave Length Shift Troublesome. 

In order to obtain continuous 
communication it appeers to be 
necessary to make a shift in wave 
length from one band to the oth- 
er, in the morning and again in the 
evening,” he explained.

PARIS, Feb. 20.—Camille Chau- 
temps, president of the Radical So- 
clalist party, was called on today 
by President Doumergué to form a 
new Government, replacing the 
Tardieu Ministry, which resigned 
Monday. 


Chautemps at once began con- 
sultations with his supporters and 
leaders of other groups in search 
of a Cabinet combination which 
would give him a majority in the 
Chamber of Deputies, 

The Cabinet crisis ‘seemed as far 
from solution as ever, Political ob- 
servers said Chautemps had only a 
small chance to form a new gov- 
ernment. * 

Doumergue, however, had virtu- 
ally no alternative to Chautemps’ 
selection. Andre Tardieu, retiring 
Premier, was said to have asked to 
be allowed to stand aside for the 
present. Many reasons were given 
for his request, principal among 
them being a desire for rest after 
his illness and an exhausting three 
months as Prime Minister. 

Tardieu was the first one Chau- 
temps asked to take a portfolio in 
the new Cabinet, so he could re- 
main at the head of the French 
delegation at the London naval 
conference. ‘Tardieu late today 
definitely refused to accept a post. 

Shortly after announcing Tar.

This group re- 
jected the proposal of the other 
section for a ministry based on all 
groups, running as far to the right 
as possible. 

Apart from this several centrah 
groups upon which Chautemps 
would have to count in case of 
“concentration” already have de- 
clared themselves against him. 
The prospects are that Chautemps 
will be unable to form a Cabinet. 

Chautemps failing, recourse may 
be taken to Senator Clementel or 
some other Senator of the same 
political creed. In any event it 
appeared that whatever ministry is 
formed its existence will be pre- 
carious and will depend almost en- 
tirely on the skill and personality 
of its chief.

| ice mi&tter of fact the so-called Gov- 
ernment cost is simply the transfer price 
and not the whole Government cost. This 
transfer price does not include interest 
on invested capital, depreciation on 
plant, and depletion of the gas wells and 
gas pool. It does not even include nor- 
mal upkeep costs, because the Amarillo 
plant is so new that no maintenance or 
replacement has yet been required. The 
Government's real cost today is in excess 
of $46 per thousand cubic feet, and if 
this total cost is compared with our 
selling price to the Navy of $34 per 
‘housand cubic feet, the extravagance of 
Government operation becomes appar- 
ent. 

No private industrial concern can com- 
bete with a Government bureau which 
is engaged in a aimilar manufacturing 
enterprise with the unlimited resources 
of the United States Government behind 
it and no accounting required of capital 
invested and used up. We are unable 
to match our selling price, which in- 
Audes a fair profit, against their inter- 
departmental bookkeeping, which is only 
a partial cost to them. On any common 
vasis of comparison our showing will be 
most favorable. | 

The Government has been in the 
helium business since 1917. They have 
spent more than a million dollars each 
year on heltum procurement during all 
this time, and the average quantity of 
helium they have produced is about four 
million cubic feet per year. This is an 
average over-all cost of $250 per thou- 
sand cubic feet. The transfer price has 
never exceeded $50 and today it is less 
than $15. 

Members of Congress seem to have got 
the impression that the Fort Worth pro- 
ject was just an experimental venture, 
even though it cost $12,000,000, and that 
now the Government has settled down to 
economical production in the new Ama- 
rio project, which has already cost §2,-; 
200,000, and which will cost from $10,- 
000,000 to $29,000.000 more for addition- 
al wells, pipe lines and equipment. There 
are at present only three producing wells 
on the entire 37,000 acres included in 
the Government reservation. The im- 
pression has been created in the minds 
of members of Congress that now the 
Government has tapped a never-failing 
helium supply that will cost nothing to 
get except the small cost of processing 
the gas.

clined 70 per cent in 16 years in Great Britain and 
27 prisons have been closed. 

What could better prove that we are manufactur- 
ing crime upon a wholesale scale, or what could more 
graphically illustrate the truth that instead of so 
many solemn considerations of what we can do with 
the consequences of crime we should be trying to 
abate its causes? The British are never too stiff- 
necked to learn from us. When they find our indus 
trialism surpassing their own, they send over a del- 
egation of observers with a view to availing them- 
selves of what we have learned. When British labor 
finds that our workmen are better paid than British 
workmen, that their hours are shorter and their out- 
put greater, it too, sends observers over to profit by 
our experience. 

An equal wisdom upon our part, and a like willing- 
ness to learn from the experience of others, would 
speedily dispatch to England a commission of observ- 
ers in the field of crime. The report of that commis 
sion would revolutionise the crime survey now going 
on at Washington. Instead of seeking ways in which 
to relieve the congestion of the Federal courts, and 
instead of jeopardizing that right of trial by jury 
‘guaranteed the people by the Constitution, the experts 
who are studying problem for Mr. Hoover 

be telling us why crime is increasing in the United 
States While it is declining in Britain. 

Crime is increasing in the United States because of 
sumptuary laws which seek to regulate the lives of 
the people and because of laws which, like the anti- 
narcotic act, make a bad matter worse. We are run- 
ning at full blast the greatest crime factory that man 
bas ever devised. Crime is decreasing in England be- 
cause the experience of that older Government re 
strains it from making crimes of what are not crimes 
and from attempting by the strictures of law to make 
felonies of the tastes, habits and frailties of men. 
Britain has fortunately done with that spasm of 
intolerance which grips the United States. Only the 
bitter schoo] of experience has possessed her of that 
wisdom which in 16 years has closed 27 prisons. 
Philip Gibbs reminds us that “under the four Georges 
England was brutalized by frightful penal laws, Nel- 
son won his victories by the aid of the press gang, 
Wellington fought Napoleon with soldiers who were 
flogged unmercifully for trivial offenses.” Even in 
Victoria's reign “boys and girls who had stolen a few 
potatoes or smashed a threshing machine, Irish reb 
els, pickpockets and poachers, were sentenced to 
transportation for life and died like flies in the pris- 
ons and bulks.” All the prototypes of our prison 
riots, our overcrowded penitentiaries, our congested 
courts, and our man-made crimes, were onetime En- 
gland's. 

And what has been the effect upon England? Mr. 
Gibbs tells us in a recent issue of the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post about the England of today: 

A great deal of the old squalor has been re 
moved from English life. Apart from overcrowd- 
ing, still frightful in certain areas of London and 
great cities and small villages, the life of the la- 
boring classes and all small wage earners has 
been lifted up amazingly. There is nothing like 
so much of that wretchedness, that ghastly, 
ragged, hopeless misery which used to disgrace 
the East End of London and the poorer districts. 
In streets where, before the war, one saw the 
derelicts of civilization and the tatterdemalions 
of the slums, one now sees troops of young girls 
in silk stockings and good frocks, and legions of 
young men smartly dressed. Their manners 
have changed. They have a different outlook on 
life. Drunkenness, which was due to horrible 


conditions of life and no chance of decent rec- 
reation, has largely disappeared. 


What a lesson to ourselves! 


This is Dr. Nunn’s first year as weather forecaster 
in St. Louis, and we know he will not resent being 
told something about the blandishments of the pres- 
ent season.

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REDUCING THE ILLITERACY TOTAL. 

Dull statistics about illiteracy took on color and 
meaning last fall when President Hoover, after an 
interview with an untutored mountain youth at his 
Rapidan camp, set on foot a movement that has now 
resulted in the opening of a school in that district. 
The incident called attention to a large problem in 
the development of our country. We learned that 
of every 100 Americans, aged 10 or older, six were il- 
literate. If we accept ability to read and write as 
one of the criteria of civilization, then this country 
must admit the superiority of England, Wales, Scot- 
land, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, the Scandl- 
navian countries and Switzerland, which have lower 
rates of illiteracy. 

The movement to extend the rudiments of educa- 
tlon among our people has recelved another impetus 
in the first efforts of the Advisory Committee on 
National Illiteracy, headed by Secretary Wilbur. This 
group has as its immediate goal reduction of the l- 
literacy percentage in the forthcoming census to a 
figure as far as possible below the showing of the 
1820 enumeration. Several Southern states are co- 
operating by a campaign to teach illiterate adults to 
write their names, to be followed by general instruc 
tion. The Census Bureau has been asked to supply 
the names and addresses of illiterates over the coun- 
try, and to give other essentia] facts and figures, 
which, according to Mr. Wilbur, bave never been 
compiled.

Obsolete program of Socialism, which is dead as a 
door nail in America and apparently dying in Europe. 
The Socialist political parties there are shadows of 
Marxism. Even in Vienna, wherg the Socialists rule, 
the farthest they have gone is to erect excellent ten- 
ement houses for workingmen. 

The Count evidently does not know that Socialism 
is dying. He doesn’t realize that it is being eaten up 
by its flercer cousin, Communism. The economic and 
political conflict now going op in the civilized world 
is not between Socialism and capitalism but between 
communism and capitalism. Lenin, not Marz, is the 
apostle of the revolutionary forces.. Fascism, which 
Karolyi justly criticises, grows out of communism. 
It is the reaction from the red terror, the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat, exemplified by Russia. The 
despotism of the Russian Soviet id bloodier and more 
devastating than Fascism. 

Count Karolyi’s brief rule as President of 
Hungary was only a prelude, a stepping stone, to 
the. Bolshevik regime of Bela Kun. He followed 
Karolyi and his destructive rule was the Fause of the 
revolt of the conservative Hungarians under the lead- 
ership of Horthy against Bolshevism. They rid the 
country of communistic rule to save it from chaos. It 
must be admitted that the Horthy dictatorship is mild 
compared with that of Mussolini in Italy or even 
De Rivera in Spain. He holds office as the regent of 
an exiled King, and Parliament functions under the 
Hungarian Constitution. We hold no brief for the 
Horthy regime, but it has the co-operation of liberals 
and many beneficial reforms have been accomplished. 
The country, despite its limited resources, has been 
put on its feet financially and economically. 

Count Karolyi’s theory is not so dangerous in 
itself because it is impractical. It runs counter to 
sound logic and to all the experience of mankind. 
But it is dangerous in its tendency, in the direction in 
which it leads. He has a vision of a United States 
of Socialist Europe as the only way to peace. Itisa 
long road and the journey's end is doubtful. He is a 
bleating lamb in a wilderness of wolves. We are in- 
clined to believe that if he had his way he and his 
followers would fall into the maw of the Russian 
wolf. 

As a Socialist Karolyi is a critic of existing con- 
ditions. That is the principal function of the So 
clalist. It is easy to find defects in capitalism and 
its workings here and in Europe, but no better sys- 
tem has yet been either demonstrated or formulated. 

The Count in this city indulged in criticism and 
vague visions, but gave nothing constructive which 
appeals to reasonable minds. His great personal sac 
rifice for his cause seems futile. He is now lecturing 
for a living.

SCHOLASTIC RECORDS OF ATHLETES. 

What the “Baneful A A A,” as discussed by Dr. 
Heller elsewhere on this page, does to the scholastic 
record of student-athletes is a frequent subject of 
educational research. The latest report, by Dean 
Hawkes of Columbia, shows that the university’s ath- 
letes made grades averaging only 4 per cent below 
those of the other students. This small variation is 
virtually the same as those quoted by the Carnegie 
Foundation from other schools, and dismissed by 
that body as of slight statistical significance. 

However, creditable as are athletes’ average grades 
under the circumstances, the Foundation thinks, on 
the basis of intelligence tests, that they should be 
much better. Possessing a sound body, that proverbial 
auxiliary to a sound mind, students of athletic type 
should surpass others, intelligence testashave shown. 
A group of Pennsylvania colleges found athletes av- 
eraged 636.37 points in native ability while the State 
wide average for all students was 568.9, an advantage 
of 67.47 points for the athletes. 

Why does not this mental superiority show up in 
college grades? Simply because of the “Baneful 
A A A.” Football is the most commercialized and 
most strenuous sport on the college calendar, and 
gridiron men, in all surveys, make the lowest grades. 
In the Columbia report the varsity squad was 8.5 
per cent below par, and the freshman squad was 14.5 
points below. The best grades for athletes are made 
by men in sports which have to some extent escaped 
the ballyhoo; namely, swimming, rowing, wrestling 
and track. For the others, the time spent in practice, 
the glare of the spotlight, the fatigue of tests 
and the injuries reduce the intellectual value col. 
lege even more than can be judged by class marks. 
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NOTE ON HERO WORSHIP.

NY freshman who goes to college of his 
A own accord and not because he is driven 
or “spiked,” expects to step abruptly 


from adolescence into adultness. That 
miracle would hardly happen even if col- 
leges were maintained solely for the peo- 
ple for whose benefit they were founded. 

But to every organism its peculiar pest is 
allotted by fate, and one would tolerantly 
accept the college parasite as a necessary 
affliction, were it not for his noxious ef- 
fect on the better class of students. In- 
stead of giving him that sudden upward 
propulsion toward a worthy purpose, cam- 
pus life in the first stages pulls the novice 
back to outgrown puerilities, 

I will not shirk the humiliating admis- 
sion that the failings of the college are 
largely chargeable to us teachers. Notwith- 
standing those flamboyant (usually anony- 
mous) protestations in the popular maga- 
zines, there is no rebellion in the profes- 
sorial soul against certain extant condi- 
tions. Patiently we carry on by the lines 
of least resistance, borrowing comfort from 
the old hack that boys will be boys, and 
side-tracking the rather important consid- 
eration that boys will be men. The net 
result, at least in logic, is that men will 
be boys. And they are. 


However, not all the odium of derelic- 
tion falls on our gray and devoted heads. 
Some of it is traceable to other influences 
to which undergraduates are peculiarly sub- 
ject, and whose names lie coyly concealed 
in the head of this article. The triple A 
sprang from the mellow fancy of no less 
eminent a leader than President Lowell one 
evening when, indulging in postprandial 
candor, he paid his respects to the unholy 
ee of Athletics, Alumni and Advertis- 
ng. 

The triad is linked, more closely 
than by the accident of alliteration, 
in the popular superstition that universities 
must be Advertised through their Alumni 
by their Athletics. In such a purview, the 
whole picture of the university is distorted, 
and public attention is enlisted for the in- 
cidental “activities” of college life to the 
obscuration of its true objectives. 

That the university has to bring its op- 
portunities to public notice; that it should 
make itself favorably known throughout 
the land; further, that it should instill love 
in the souls of its graduates; and lastly. 
that in its program the care of the body 
should not be overlooked and ample provi- 
sion should be made for leisure, recrea- 
tion, sociability, all that goes utterly with- 
out saying. It will be granteé on the other 
side that these considerations must net be 
permitted to trespass on the educational 
right-of-way and to hamper the primary 
and superior purposes.

This ruinous form of 
advertising, however, is passing away with 
the waning mania for numbers. Besides, 
the drawing power of football is found to 
have been overrated. After the defeat of 
Harvard by Centre College not many years 
ago there followed no depopulation of Har- 
vard due to wholesale migration to Ken- 
tucky. Intercollegiate football is one of 
our sorest problems. It cannot live on a 
small economic basis, and on a big scale 
its self-support becomes a speculative and 
precarious investment. 

Also there is the related problem ot 
physical education. With football returned 
to the normal the college might be enabled 


to shift the athletic interest from the bleach~ 


ers to the field and the gymnasium. Alumni 
would soon reconcile their minds to the 
disaster.

UT there is a third condition 

ani a third possible set of 

results. If one has not yet ob- 
served these results, it may. be bo- 
cause, ag yet, these are not so prev- 
alent as they will be in time. But 
who has not seen them sometimes 
prevail? 

Who has not seen a marriage in 
which some of the woman’s ideal- 
isms pasa over to him, and in 
which some of the man’s practical- 
ities become pesmanently hers? 
Or it may be that his idealisms and 
her practicalities are exchanged— 
that also happens. He may go to 
concerts with her and grow to like 
them, but she may adopt his long 
walks and get interested in base- 
ball scores, and both may even ex- 
tend their human sympathies 
enough to like each other’s friends. 
Members of a family tend to adopt 
or at least to understand and be- 
come tolerant of one another's 
ideas. They act as the best inter- 
preters to one another of alien 
points of view. In a cultivated 
family this is delightful, and in an 
ill-mannered family this is pain- 
fulto witness. But at the time this 
interpreting goes oGn—and especial- 
ly between husband and wife. 

In other words, that exercise in 
human relationship known as the 
unit of the family is principally an 
exercise in adapting oneself to the 
many-sided personality of others, 
dye mutual understanding, and eften 
by like-mindedness. And there are 
those who cannot agree that, at 
this game, man is so much more 
skillful than woman. Both prac- 
tice it, and now and then one per- 
fects it—or at least gets to a fair 
score. 

There may be something else. 
It may be that there are waiting 
for us dewn the years certain 
standards of value that are neither 
masculine nor feminine, but miere- 
ly finely and sensitively human. 
Here a man will respond to them 
first, and here it will be a woman 
who first responds. And if his 
mate and her mate can recognize 
this value when it is observable in 
the other, and if both have the 
sense to adopt it, too—then there 
will be no question of a mentality 
ferninized or mascvlinized, but only 
of one squared up a bit more with 
things as they are. Perhaps it is 
like that. 


whole creation moves’—or may 
stufible upon, if yon like that bet- 
ter. A future order in which in 
many respects women have always 
found themselves already at home. 

In any case, if women are not, 
by their idealisms, already more 
than are men, synchronized with 
a better ordered future than our 
present, at least they believe them- 
selves to be so. And it is certain 
that they do—or they used to— 
strive to impress their opinions on 
men, by way of “saving” them. 
This, however, by no means signi- 
fies that they have succeeded in 
planting in men their opinions. For 
women were merely trying this 
through a sense of duty. /Whereas 
man, when he has sought to turn 
women to his point of view, has 
done so fairly often for his own 
comfort, his own power and in the 
interests of his own way. And it 
is evident that he has fairly often 
succeeded. 


OWEVER, “it is the wuncon- 

scious that always matters.” 

Prof. Terman would doubtless 
say that it is man’s unconscious 
feminization ‘which constitutes his 
peril. Woman, he would say. seems 
to have no peril to speak of. 

What ts a “masculine mind“? 

What is a “feminine mind“? 

We know now that every mind 
has both aspects. When a man 
in whose intellect the alleged mas- 
culine traits are at first dominant 
is found accepting. so-called femi- 
nine points of view, he is merely 
being enriched by the unfolding of 
what are really man's own convic- 
tions, hitherto either dormant or 
existing as survivals. 

When a woman grows to accept 
her husband’s opinions, popularly 
called masculine, she is—or she 
may be—only appropriating what 
are really woman's own latent— 
or vestigial—mental functionings. 

If Prof. Terman will say that to 
all his fears for man he may also 
add like fears for women, and 
that he may congratulate both— 
then we may agree with him. We 
may even congratulate one an- 
other.

F there is feminization of men-

around. Which predominates? 

Well, which has reason to pre- 
dominate? Who was it who, down 
the ages, has had to please in order 
to find food and shelter, and in 
order to find a roof and a loaf for 
her children? Who is it who, 
among humans, has worn the 
bright colors and the plumes and 
the jewels, and why? No—not for 
love of them alone, but from the 
love and the necessity to please. 
This is a commonplace. 

If anybody on all the earth has 
learned to say “I think so, too,” it 
is pre-eminently the woman—and 
with reason. And if you say a 
thing for a sufficient number of 
years, you believe it and you are it. 

In this intimate connection it is 
to be remembered that the recent 
so-called emancipation of women 
after all affects but a fraction of 
women.

It indicates a 
sensitized mentality, either 
or female. Men care more for 
beauty now than did the trogie- 
dyte, either male or female. A wise 
man said, “Civilization began when 
things became more beautiful than 
they needed to be.“ Woman re- 
sponded to this wholly neuter- 
gendered fact first. When man 
came along and adopted it, too, he 
was not thereby feminized. He was 
merely civilized. 

Men used to regard poets as 
half-witted. Even now in certain 
society, if poetry is quoted, it is 
met with a self-conscious bush 
from both sexes.

T HERE are styles and seasons in 


mon diseases follow A regular wave- 


like rhythm. 

It profits us to know of these 
periodicities, the so-called seasonal 
diseases, for with such knowledge 
we are enabled to anticipate them 
and to arm against them. 

In January, February and March 
we find the pneumonia deaths at 
their height; influenza is at a peak, 
and deaths due to diseases of the 
kidneys, arteries and diphtheria 
mount high. 

Tuberculosis deaths, on the other 
hand, do not reach their peak unt! 
March, April and May, from which 


time there is a decline, reaching the 


lowest point in the month of Octo- 
ber. 

Deaths due to diarrhea and dis- 
turbances of the digestive system 
are highest in the month of August 
and lowést in the winter months. 
Measles is at its height in April and 
May. Deaths due to accidents, as 
might be expected, are at the high- 
est in June, and because of inclem- 
ent weather are again high in the 
month of December. 

The periodicities and variations 
in disease prevalence ate not easy 
to account fer, and get in a general
